City Bus Service Riders Gain a Month’ s Reprieve

KINGSTON 
City bus service will continue until at 
least the end of April, Thomas K. Wilson, 
owner of Urban Transit Corp., told the 
Common Council Thursday night, granting 
his reprieve because of a sharp increase in 
revenues this past week. 
Wilson met with the aldermen at the 
bidding of Edward Norton (D-llth Ward), 
minority leader, and chairman of the Coun­ 
cil’s Finance, Way s and Means Committee, 
which sponsored legislation granting the 
may or $1,000 to use in helping to alleviate 
the bus company ’s financial problems. 
Wilson had told May or Francis R. Koenig 
on March 1 that he would have to shut down 
service by April 1. That date has now been 
moved back to May 1, Wilson said last 
night. 
According to the bus owner, revenues in­ 


creased by 6 0 per cent the day after reports 
were published that the company would 
cease operation in the city on April 1. 
“ We’ve maintained that revenue increase,” 
Wilson told the aldermen. “ It looks encour­ 
aging.” 
However, Wilson cautioned, “ Any long 
range projections are out of the question.” 
“ I will do any thing I can to keep the 
city service going,” Wilson said at one point, 
during the meeting with the aldermen 
which followed the special session of the 
Council dealing with ex panded retirement 
benefits for city employ es. 
“ There’s a couple of changes we’ve been 
contemplating,” Wilson* said, among them, 
discontinuing runs during what he termed 
“ the slow hours, when only four or five 
people use the buses.” 
“ WTe’re now working on a month to 
month basis,” Wilson said. He added he 


didn’t want to give up the route because 
“ if I give up the route there’s no way I 
can get my money brick.” He said he lost 
$'12,000 on the city bus route last y ear.

Wilson also revealed that he has ordered 
four change lock box es at a cost of $125 
each. His company will share the cost

Wilson, however ruled out any city sub­ 
sidies when asked directly by Alderman 
Donald E Quick (D-Six th Ward). ” 1 think 
y ou (the Council) should look into the pos­ 
sibility of subsidies from other areas,” he 


said. He did not specify what areas, but it 
was presumed he meant state and federal 
sources. 
Speaking of the state. Corporation Coun­ 
sel Aaron E. Klein said that application had 
been made to the State Department of 
Transportation for a feasibility study of the 
city ’s bus sy stem. “ It’s rather early for 
them to be starting,” he said. “ But the 
may or has been pressing them to begin.” 
The bus service did come in for some 
criticism, 
in particular from Alderman 
Florence S. Ludlow (D-Fourth Ward). She 
said that numerous persons in her area had 
stopped taking the buses because the buses 
were “ never on time.” “ I’ve had people wait 
45 minutes for the Broadway bus.” she told 
Wilson. Wilson countered by stating. “ There 
should be no reason why those buses are 
not on time.” The drivers are required to 


fill out trip sheets which he said are care­ 
fully checked. 
"One of the problems we have,” Wilson 
said, “ Is that people simply don’t know 
the schedules and won’t take the time or 
trouble to learn them ” 
Mrs. Ludlow also complained that driv­ 
ers, on occasion, had taken 15-minute "cof­ 
fee breaks” on Wall Street. “ We’re aware 
of that.” Wilson said. 
Clifford Sinsabaugh (D-lOth Ward) de­ 
fended the buses, stating that the buses 
were on time in his section of the city

Gallup polls based on 35 national surv ey s during his 
two y ears in office showed Nix on with an av erage of 5 9 
per (fent approv al. His current popular rating of 5 1 per 
cent fell below his av erage, but the two-y ear run of ap­ 
prov al giv es him a reserv oir of strength which could 
come to his assistance in a showdown.

hav e "fired the last one. 
It also unearths the fact 
that more than 5 00 schools 
are currently in “ acute fi­ 
nancial difficulty ” and anoth­ 
er 1,000 are ex pected to be 
v ery soon. The commission 
finds higher education “ in its 
worst financial crisis’* since 
higher 
education 
began 
on 
this continent 300 y ears ago. 
The 
crisis 
ev en 
includes 
rich, rich Harv ard, the most 
richly endowed univ ersity ($1 
billion) in the world. 
Har­ 
v ard made the grade last y ear 
only because it deriv es a full 
37 per cent of its rev enue 
from 
gov ernment 
sources. 
And Yale, the world’s third 
most richly endowed, is in the 
dangerous 
process of using 
some of its endowment capi­ 
tal for operating ex penses. 
But an astoundingly few insti­ 
tutions hav e any sizable en­ 
dowments at all.

shelv es. It cov ers the window, 
but instead of the look of an 


fabric and cafe curtains below. 
In other areas of the home 
her ideas are equally interest­ 
ing. She div ided a long narrow 
kitchen "in a campy fashion" 
by using a div ider of fabric and 
chains. The 34 chains in differ­ 
ent sizes of links and colors of 
metal—cooper, steel and brass 
effects — are strictly from the 
hardware store, she explained. 
They are attached to the drap­ 
ery rod and draped ov er a char­ 
coal-colored drapery and it may 
be tied back. She also likes 
drapery effects achiev ed with 
meshes. 
. . . A large room in her 
home was div ided with a drap­ 
ery to make a small dining 
room on one side and a large 
workroom 
where 
her 
staff 
works on the other. 
If clients merely want ideas 
and colors, Mrs. Frankel. an 
American 
Institute of 
Deco­ 
rators design associate, 
pro­ 
v ides that serv ice for a consul­ 
tation fee. but if they want her 
to proceed with the work, she 
does it in her own work rooms. 
If a house or apartment is rent­ 
ed, she suggests ideas in mov - 
abel categories.

. . A strip of small windows, 
in many homes can be camou­ 
flaged to look like an important 
window wall.

For example, 
she used four drapery panels,
